The Japanese Government can never shirk its legal and moral responsibility 
for returning to their homeland all the Korean citizens in Japan who are desirous of 
returning home. The Sato Government of Japan must give up at once its foolish 
scheme to block the route of repatriation of the Korean citizens in Japan. The 
Japanese Government must look straight at reality and act discreetly. 

If the Japanese authorities, defying the strong demand of the peoples of Korea 
and Japan and the progressive people of the whole world, doggedly take the road of 
wrecking the repatriation operation of the Korean citizens in Japan, they will be unable 
to escape a stern judgement of history and the people and will be held entirely respons- 
ible for the grave consequences arising therefrom. 

(b) Editorial report on other North Korean coverage : 

T v i KCNA in English carried several reports on the rupture of the Korea - 
Japan Ret. Cross talks. These included: (11.40 GMT 24.1.68) A special correspondents 
dispatch, datelined Colombo, 22nd January, which accused the Japanese side of "shame- 
lessly upsetting what had been discussed for nearly two months'*; (16. 28 GMT 25. 1. 68) 
another special correspondent's dispatch, datelined Colombo, 24th January, which also 
accused the Japanese side of "unilaterally breaking off the talks" and recorded the North 
Korean delegation's protests; (10. 37 GMT 27. 1. 68) a report of 27th January ’Nodong 
Sinmun* editorial entitled "With no machination can the reactionary Sato Government 
bar the sea route of repatriation of the Korean compatriots in Japan"; and (11. 21 GMT 
27. 1.68) a report on the 25th January statement of the Central Standing Committee of 
the General Association of Korean Residents in Japan denouncing the "criminal acts" 
of the Sato Government in "rupturing" the talks. 

The Pyongyang home service (12. 00 GMT 29. 1. 68) reported on a "joint 
conference of public organisations" held on 29th January to "denounce the machinations 
of the Japanese reactionary Government which caused the Korean- Japan Red Cross 
talks in Colombo to break down" and "strengthen the struggle for continued execution 
of the repatriation of Koreans in Japan". The report said the conference, which was 
held at Moranbong Theatre in Pyongyang, was attended by: Choe Yong-chin; Pak 
Sin-tok, Chairman of the Korean Red Cross Central Committee; Kim Chon-hae, Yi 
Kuk-no and Ko Chun-taek, Chairmen of the Fatherland Front; So Choi, Chairman 
of the Committee for Cultural Relations with Foreign Countries; Chon Chang-chol, 
Chairman of the Central Committee of the General Federation of Trade Unions; Yi 
Im-su, Chairman of the Agricultural Workers Union Central Committee; O Kye-chon, 
Chairman of the Socialist Working Youth League Central Committee; Kim Ok-sun, 
Chairman of the Democratic Womens, L,eague. Central Committee; Yi Ki-yong, 

Chairman of the Literary and Art Federation; Kan Sok-chin, Director of the Cabinet 
General Bureau of Compatriots' Affairs; and Hwang Pong-ku, Vice-Chairman of the 
Committee for Peaceful Unification of the Fatherland. The main speech was delivered 
by Yi Kuk-no, Vice-Chairman of the Committee for Peaceful Unification of the Father- 
land and Co-Chairman of the Fatherland Front. Other- speeches were made by Chon 
Chang-chol, Yi Im-su and Kim Ok-sun. The KCNA (in English 06. 03 GMT) also 
reported the conference.
